The pick of the horses that 
raced iu Kentucky will l>e there to measure strides 
with the many good horses that have been seen 
iu action at previous meetings on the Canadian 
circuit. Brilliant racing is sure to result and in 
view of the keen interest that exists locally it is 
safe to predict that the patronage will he in keeping 
with the character of the snort.

MANY VISITORS AT MINERAL SPRINGS. 

Improved Racing at Indiana Course Enjoyed by Big 
gest Crowd of the Season. 



Anticipation was met yesterday when the host 
attendance of the meeting viewed the racing at Min- 
eral Springs Park. Trains from Chicago were made 
up of more ears than previously in the week and 
were well tilled. Goodly contingents boarded the 
i rains at Englewood and Gary. Tbe attendance 
from nearby towns was also quite evident in a survey 
of i lie crowd. Altogether it had something of the 
a PI >ea ranee and spirit of old-time Hawthorne and 
Harlem crowds and augurs well for the closing week 
of the llfleen-da.vs meeting. 

As an advertised attraction that venerable bur- 
lesque, the Stock Yards Derby was a maiu feature 
<>f tbe day. but was not much iu a racing way. 
Monkey Tail was scratched, leaving six to go. Ol 
these, Teddie Gray was at 3 to 5 and it was 2% 
to 1 and take your pick against the others. Teddie 
Gray lias won so many Stock Yards Derby's that 
it lias become a settled habit with him. The others 
dwelt as if uncertain what to do when the barrier 
went up. but he went on about his business and 
won all t lie way by a big margin, while in a close 
finish for second place King John defeated Bay 
Frank. Come On was left at the i<ost. 

In a spirited finish All Red passed Cheeky in the 
stretch and took the first race. He was a joint 
favorite with Clevine at 7 to 5 each, hut the latter 
was left at Hie post in a somewhat ragged start. 
With Harwood scratched, some fairly good two- 
year-olds contested the second race. At even money 
Lamb’s Tail was the post favorite, but Tiktok and 
Tempest had many admirers, the latter beiug 
bucked down from 4 to 1 to 8 io 5, no good reason 
for this showing in the race. Well ridden by Van- 
duseu, the promising colt Ivan Gardner, was saved 
in close attendance on the leaders to the last eighth, 
then pul in Home rapid work and. in a fast finish, 
overhauled Lamb’s Tail in front of the stand and 
won drawing clear in the most racing like finish of 
the day with one exception. 

Green B. Morris took his daily race with Kiva 
in the handicap at a mile. Chapultepec was always 
slightly the favorite, hut failed to stay the dis- 
tance and. making the pace all the way, Kiva 
won off by herself, with Ben I.asca a good second 
and Chapultepec barely outstaying Defy for third 
money. 

Billie Baker and Royal Dolly, both odds-on favor 
ites. were easy winners of the fifth and sixtli races, 
respectively, and the day’s sport was brought to a 
close in a bitterly contested race at a mile and a 
sixteenth in which Fuchsia defeated Otilo by the 
breadth of a man's hand. 

It was a day of good racing and another is in 
prospect for Monday. 

The program book for the Mineral Springs racing 
of next week was distributed to horsemen yesterday 
by Secretary Wallace.

Jockey Vandusen, under contract to Howard Dots, 
a ud who has been riding in good form at Mineral 
Springs, will leave tonight fin- Windsor to rejoin 
the Oots stable. 

G. B. Morris, the veteran trainer, will rest Kiva, 
Silver Tone and other two-year-olds he has in 
'•barge at the Porter track during the time inter- 
vening before the next fifteen-days’ meeting. Sev- 
eral other horsemen consider the Indiana climatic 
1 ouditious beneficial to their horses and will keep 
their strings at the track for some time after tbe 
close of the racing. 




Tbe first of the 1913 meetings of the Niagara 
Racing Association, which opened at Fort Erie on 
July 4 and came to a close July 11, embraced the cus- 
tomary seven days of racing, during which forty - 
nine races were run and $34,265 was distributed iu 
stakes and purses, representing a daily average of

SPRING BOARD WINS AGAIN 



CAPTAIN CASSATT'S SPRINTER SCORES FLUKY 
VICTORY IN THE PAUM0N0K HANDICAP. 



Iron Mask, Top Weight and Favorite, Is Beaten by 
Narrow Margin After Suffering in Mixup &t 
Start of Belmont Park Stake, 



New York. July 12. — There was more rough riding 
in tile races at Belmont’ Park this afternoon, par- 
ticularly iu the running of the day’s feature, the 
Panmonnk Handicap, for three-year-olds and up- 
wards. six furlongs. No less than ilirce horses suf- 
fered from the crowding in the race and strange to 
relate, the winner, E. B. Cassatt’s Spring Board, 
which won a race a few days ago under similar 
circumstances, was in a way responsible for the 
interference that hampered the favorite. Iron Mask, 
at the start. As was the case iu his previous start. 
Spring Board had the outside position and, as soon 
as the signal was given, Davies rushed his mount 
over in a hurry. Naturally this caused a jam. in. 
which several liorses laid to lie eased up and Iron 
Mask got the worst of the mixup. When the far 
turn was reached, there was another jam, in which 
Sprite was the one to receive the rough end of it, 
and Karrick had to pull her up so sharply to keep 
front going over the fence that his mount was soon 
in last place. A little further on Azyiade became 
similarly involved. In the meantime Spring Board 
was bowling along in front and he led all the way 
to win in a drive by a length. Meridian closed 

like a streak in the stretch and appeared to have 
got second place by a good head, but the official 
placing was in favor of Iron Mask.

After tlie jockeys made their weights, Karrick, 
who rode Sprite. Troxler, the rider of Iron Mask, 
and Musgrave. who had the mount on Azyiade, were 
summoned before the stewards. After a long de- 
liberation. tlie stewards permitted the placing to 
stand as the horses had finished and later on in the 
afternoon the announcement was made that Mus- 
gruve had received a three-days suspension, as ho 
was held accountable for the mishap to Sprite. 

Patrol Judge Hail was stationed on the far turn 
during the running of this race, instead of at the 
head of the stretch, front which point he usually 
views the race, and it was probably on his report 
that tlie stewards made the ruling they did. Iu 
addition to winning with Spring Board, Captain Cas- 
satt scored in the second race with Flying Fairy, 
which beat Prince Eugene by three lengths. The 
last named was probably best, as he received the 
worst of a bad start and although he made up much 
ground he could do no better than finish in second 
place. 

Jockey Johnny Wilson was forced to cancel his 
engagements for the day because of ptomaine poi- 
soning. Wilson ate some mushrooms at Coney Island 
last night and when lie reached the track today 
was attacked with severe pains in the stomach and 
was not able to leave the jockeys’ room until the 
races were over. It is expected that he will be in 
condition to ride again by Tuesday, the next racing 
day. 

R. F. Carman stood another runup today when he 
won the opening dasli with Kalinka. Albert Simons 
forcing him to pay $405 over her entered price to 
retain her. 

The entry blanks for the stake events to he de- 
cided during the Havre de Grace fall meeting 
reached the track today and were distributed among 
the horsemen. There are fifteen in all. five being 
for two-year-olds, two for three-year-olds and ihe 
rest for three- year-olds and upward. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Maxsono was cut down so badly in a recent race 
at Vancouver that it became necessary to destroy 
him. 

Tom Meagher, a Canadian trainer, will give up his 
horses aud return to the farm. With only a mode- 
rate class of horses to work on, Meagher has been 
quite successful as a trainer. 

The country folk will have a chance to see racing 
at Belmont Park on two more days of the Metropoli- 
tan Jockey Club’s meeting without paying. On July 
19 and 26 the infield will be open to the public free 
of charge. 

James H. Baker, brother of It. L. and Jack Baker, 
after six years' retirement from tbe turf, will train 
a public stable at Lexington. The first four horses 
taken up by him are Flying Tom, Flying Frances 
and two others belonging to Sheriff Dan VV. Scott. 

The date for the dispersal sale of the tborouehhr "l 
stallions, broodmares and weanlings l>e longing to Ihe 
estate of James R. Keene has *iecii fixed as Tuesday, 
September 16, and it will take place at Kingston 
Farm, near Lexington, under the auspices of the 
Kentucky Sales Company.

NEWMARKET TRAINED HORSES AT ASCOT. 

"As well as in the handicaps we also knew that 
we were beaten in the two-year-old department la- 
fore we started out for Ascot, for we were aware 
we had nothing able to compete with such as The 
Tetrarch and Stornoway, uov with Aldford in his 
race. When I saw The Tetrarch first run here 1 
said 1 should never hack one to beat him until 1 
saw him beaten and 1 fancy I shall have some time 
to wait for that contingency. As I described him 
then, la* is a two-year-old and a half, arid undoubt- 
edly one of tin- grandest of li is age we have ever 
seen. We certainly have a few useful three-year-olds 
trained here, such as Louvois. Light Brigade and 
Day Comet, and it was a pity that the last named 
ran out in the race for the Gold Vase, for it leaves 
the question of his being better than Shogun still 
unsolved, though for my own part I have not lnuen 
doubt on the matter. Then, our champion four-year- 
old. Tracery, was knocked down by a t>oor demented 
man when leading for the Gold Cup after going 
close on two miles, leaving the question of his super- 
iority to Prince Palatine also in abeyance. But in 
Ibis ease I have still an open mind. 1 consider 
that il would have been a great race between the 
two bad Tracery not met with the mishap. 1 admit 
1 backed Tracery to win the race — perhaps more oil 
sentiment because lie is trained here and also because 
I knew lie would be the longer-priced one of the 
pair. But [ was well aware that In- was taking on a 
smasher in Prince Palatine, which was always a 
favorite of mine from the first time I saw him when 
Mushroom gave him ten pounds and a heating on the 
July course. I then wrote that he reminded me more 
of the great Itarcaldine than any other horse. 
I always think Itarcaldine the greatest race 
horse 1 ever saw. and 1 have seen them from 
Bend Or downward, including St. Simon and Or- 
monde. not forgetting the greatest two mares 
I have seen in Pretty Polly and Sceptre. I was 
pleased some little time ago to hear such a veteran 
and such an excellent judge of a horse as Martin 
Gurry declare that Barcaldinc was the greatest race 
horse he had ever seen, and his experience goes 
back well over half a century, while he was im - 
mediately connected with some famous ones (in- 
cluding Bend Or) in his time. Comparisons between 
past and present-day horses are. of course, merely 
matters of individual opinion, and my own is that 
the- breed of our thoroughbreds has improved rather 
than deteriorated during the last two or three de- 
cades. There is. of course, no way of comparing 
tiie racers of twenty or thirty years ago and those 
of the present day. except by the time test, and that 
unmistakably says Hint mil thoroughbreds now are 
faster over all distances, and Prince Palatine's 
world's record for the Ascot Gup distance (two 
miles and a half) Iasi week stamps him at once a 
champion of champions. That Tracery is little, if 
anything, behind him is my very firm opinion: in 
fact. | should say w© have never bad two belter 
horses in the country at the same period, and while 
ne have such stayers in stock we need not be afraid 
of any French or other foreign invasion on our turf.’’
